Right of City To Deny 
Permits for Undesirable 
Buildings Would Be 
Tried Out. 


An effort to enforce the Atlanta 
zoning ordinance via the nujsance 
route will be inaugurated Monday in 
city council when Horace Russell, 
councilman from the ninth ward, in- 
troduces a measure designed to give 
“teeth’’ to the zoning law by applica- 
tion of the nuisance provisions of the 
city code. This was learned Saturday 
when Mr. Russell said that he would 
present such a proposal. 

The city’s zoning law recently was 
held unconstitutional by the supreme 
eourt and the Russell measure is 
designgd to enforce the provisions by} 
another method. 

The ordinance will set out that any 
building <onstracted in violation of 
the Atlanta zoning code be declared} 
a nuisance and further provided for 
application of the principles of the 
law governing a nuisance. to abate 
such structures. 

Appeal may*be had to the board of 
goning appeals and to council and a 
hearing will be conducted to deter- 
mine whether the proposed structure 
is a nuisance. If it is found that it is 
a nuisance, the building inspector will 
refuse to issue a permit. If, on .the 
other hand. it is found that the struc- 
ture would not constitute a nuisance, 
the permit would be issued, it is 
said. 

In the new move, the city seeks to 


take advantage of the power of the 
city charter and laws which provide 
that the city has a right to abate a 
nuisance. A provision of the proposed 
ordinance would allow anyone not 
leased with the result of hearings 
by the appeals board or the city coun- 
cil the right te appeal to superior 
courts.

President in Quandary 

' As Result of, Opposition 
To Tilson; Sam Purvis 
To Get Marshal Post. 


Washington, June 5.—(Special.)— 
President Coolidge is still hesitating 
over the nomination of a federal judge 
for the new middle district in Geor- 
gia, under pressure from forces seek- 
ing the appointment of W. J. Tilson, 
Atlanta lawyer, and those just as 
stoutly opposing it. 

He called Senators Harris and 
George to the white house today for 
a conference but both senators dv 
clined to discuss what transpired dur- 
ing their talk with the president. 
Their position in opposition to Til- 
son’s appoiutment remains un- 
changed. 

“We are still. hopeful that Tilson 
will not be appointed,” Harris said. 

Strong pressure for the Atlanta 
lawyer's nomination is being brought 
to bear by Ben Davis, of Atlanta, ne- 
gro republican national committec- 
man, who has been here for several 
days. 

Akerman Withdrawn. 

Sam Purvis, of Ocilla, who is sup- 
ported by Davis and his wing of the 
republican party in Georgia, has sup- 
planted Walter Akerman, of Carters- 
ville, as the nominee for the position 
of marshal of the new district, it was 
learned today. A commission for his 
appointment was sent to the white 
house last night by Attorney General 
Sargent and that for Akerman was 
withdrawn. 

This change has no bearing on the 
situation as regards the judgeship, and 
is looked upon merély as a move to 
satisfy the new republican orzaniz:- 


tion in the state. 

The Georgia senators are not in- 
terfering in the appointment of other 
\officials for the new district except 
| to insist that they shall be compe 
tent and able men. but are concern- 
ing themselves with the judgeship ap- 
pointment,.around which the new dis- 
trict largely will revolve. 

The nomination of a marshal, dis- 
trict attorney and other minor offices 
are expected to go up early next 
week, probably Monday or Tuesday 
in order that machinery may be set 
up so that the new district can func- 
tion. As it is now, there is no 
machinery, and no business can be 
transacted.

The state of Georgia will intervene 
in a suit brought to collect $22,500 
for a signature of Button Gwinnett, 
one of the first governors of this state, 
when the case comes to trial in Phila- 
delphia soon and an attempt will be 
made to bring this signature back te 
this state, it was announced Saturday 
by Attorney General Géorge M. 
Napier. 

Recently this sigpature was sold for 
$22,500 by the Manning estate of New 
York to the Rosenbach company, of 
Philadelphia, a company which col- 
lects rare works of art and antiques. 
The Rosenbach company had not paid 
for the siMature when it received 
a notice from Attorney - General 
Napier that the signature was rfe- 
moved from the office of the secretary 
of state of Georgia fifteen years ago 
and is the property of this state. 

Button Gwinnett’s signature was at- 
tached to a will of Joseph Stanley, 
of Augusta. The will was probated 
December 24, 1771, and together with 
|many other wills of tat period be- 
came the property of the state. These 
wills were made and probated prior 
to the creation of the office of county 
ordinary and became state property. 

As one of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence the signature 
ef Button Gwinnett beeame exceeding- 
ly valuable because there are but few 
in existengee.

The town, which he 
says is about the size of Philadelphia, 
sans the sesqui-centennial, is called 
the “Paris of the East,” and is quite 
a gay place. As every true student 
of geography knows, Shanghai is one 
of the most important ports on its 
side of the globe, and on account of 
the immense shipping and trading, 
occupation for numerous foreigners 
is afforded.

Mr. Bucknell is a member. of the, 
Chinese assessor's court, which is a 
tribunal created to deal with native 
offenders when some international in- 
terest is involved.

TRANSFER CLAUSE 


Senator Smoot Declares 
That U. S. Senate Will 
Wait Until Action Is 
Taken by France. 


Paris, June 5.—(United News.)— 
The settlement of the French debt to 
the United States, concluded recently 


rejected by the French parliament, in 
the opinion of Franklin Bouillon, 
chairman of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the chamber of deputies. 
Bouillon said today it was his per- 
sonal opinion that there was not “the 
slightest chance” of France approving 
the agreement reached between Henri 
Berenger, French ambassador in Wash- 
ington, and the American commission- 
ers. Bouillon’s opinion is significant, 
not only because of his official posi- 
tion but because he generally is consid- 
ered as sympathetic with the United 
States. In an interview today he gave 
three chief objections to ratification. 
Gives Objections. 
First, he said, France cannot ac- 
cept treatment worse than that ac- 
corded one of her allies; therefore she 
cannot consent to the agreement un- 
leas she obtains 9 at least the same 
terms as Italy received. 
Second, France cannot be treated 
worse than Germany, wherefore she 
will insist that a transfer clause, sim- 
ilar to the one in the Dawes plan, be 
inserted in the debt agreement. 
Third, Bouillon said, the clause 
whereby “order bills” are signed by 
France and handed to the United 
States must be abolished. These order 
bills are a kind of promissory note 
covering annuities which France is to 
pay the United States. He explained 
that the American government would 
be perfectly free to sell them in the 
open market. Thus, any nation which 
bought them would be in a position to 
hold a “financial pistol” at France's 
head.

United States, England, and Italy, 
as well as France and Spain, are be- 
coming involved in a ticklish inter- 
national affair through the fall of 
Abd-El-Krim and his recognized Rif- 
fian republic. 

The North African representatives 
of all five of the powers are keeping 
the wires hot with official code tele- 
grams between Morocco and their re 
spective foreign offices. 

The trouble hinges on the likeli- 
hood of Spain—backed up by Italy— 
forcing the powers to hold an inter- 
national conference on Morocco—a 
conference which is equally unwel- 
come te England and France, both 
of whom are anxious to preserve the 
status quo. 

America Interested. 

I have learned through a semi-of- 
ficial souree in Tangier that the 
American state department has an- 
ticipated such a development for sev- 
eral months and has studied the Mo 
rocco tangle intensively with a view 
to deciding whether the United States 
will participate in the conference.

AT ADMINISTRATION 


Appeal Raises Question of 
Future Attitude of Reg- 
ular Republicans To- 
ward Signers. 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, June 5.—The national 
importance of the primary election 
Monday in Iowa, in which President 
Coolidge and his administration con- 
stitute the direct issue, has been em- 
phasized further here by the almost 
unprecedented appeal for Brookhart’s 
nomination sent to the voters of Iowa 
on the eve of the contest by six 
western republicans with whom the 
Iowa senator voted when he was here. 

Five of these senators are republi- 
cans, but they have consistently op- 
posed the administration, Norris and 
Howell of Nebraska, Frazier and Nye 
of North Dakota, and La Follette of 
Wisconsin. They are joined by 
Shipstead of Minnesota, farmer-labor 
member. All belong to the senate 
farm bloc. 

The proclamation. to the voters of 
Iowa, in addition to declaring that 
Brookhart was deprived of his seat 
illegally, sets forth that the result of 
‘the primary Monday will have “an 
errormous influence upon the determi- 
nation of great public questions,” and 
will be accepted here as “‘an expres- 
sion of the attitude of the people of 
the great central west toward the 
question of farm legislation.” 

Appeal Startles Leaders. : 

The appeal indicates fast what the 
anti-administration group in the sen- 
ate regards is at stake. It startled 
administration leaders, who are pin- 
ning their hopes on the nomination 
of Senator Cummins. There is the 
possibility that it may react unfavor- 
ably for Brookhart. At least it will 
solidify the Cummins forces. 

The proclamation was aimed at the 
administration for its stand on farm 
relief and other measures, and at Sen- 
ator Butler, of Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the republican national com- 
mittee and chief lieutenant of Cool- 
idge in the senate, for his part in 
ousting Brookhart from the senate. 

It raises the question of the future 
attitude of regular republican leaders 
toward the five republicans who signed 
it. Four republicans, Brookhart, the 
late Senators La Follette, of Wiscon- 
sin, and Ladd, of North Dakota, and 
Frazier, were ousted two years ago 
from the party ranks for their part 
in the last presidential campaign 
against Coolidge and for La Follette. 
Some such step may be taken against 
the five republicans who signed this 
proclamation. 

Nation’s Eyes on Iowa. 

“The eyes of the nation are upon 
the primary election to be held in 
Iowa on Monday,” the proclamation 
states. 

“The undersigned desire to call the 
attention of the people of Iowa to the 
fact that wholly apart from the re- 
sults within the state, of which the 
people are the best judge, the resuit 
of the primary Monday will have an 
enormous influence upon the deter- 
mination of certain great public ques- 
tions now hanging in the balance at 
Washington. 

“Above all, the primary will be re- 
garded as a test of the assumeed right 
of the United States senate to over- 
ride the statutes of a sovereign state 
and to expel from the senate a mem- 
ber duly elected under the laws of 
his state by a majority of the ballots 
legally cast in an election.

Later when 
Dr. Felton announced as a candidate 
for congress, his wife created a sen- 
sation by stumping the district for 
him. The sight of a woman making a 
political speech was something new in 
Georgia. 

Mrs. Felton was among the first 
persons in the state to champion 


“votes for women,” and lived to see 
not only the right of the ballot extend- 
ed to her sex, but enjoys the honor of 
being the first and only woman to be- 
come a member of the highest legisla- 
tive body in the United States. She 
was also active in the cause of tem- 
perance, and stumped the state one 
year for the cause.

New Orleans, June 5.—Lower cables than 
due and reports of additional rains in- the 
dry areas of the south Atlantic states, 
influenced the market to a lower level to- 
day. During the past week beneficial rains 
have fallen in Oklahoma, Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee, Missouri, ulsiana, Misaiasippi and 
Alabama and partial relief was obtained 
from good rains in Georgia and scattered 
showers in the Carolinas. Scattered rains, 
light to heavy, also occurred in nearly all 
sections of Texas, which were probably 
more beneficial than otherwise. Dry, warm 
weather is now desired throughout the 
western and central portions of the belt 
and Alabama, but more moisture is needed 
in the eastern portion of the belt, par- 
ticularly in the Carolinas. That the out- 
look in Texas is decidedly better than at 
this time last year, is denoted by private 
returns estimating the average condition 
of the crop for that state at about 73 
and by the state commissioner of agri- 
eniture averaging the condition of Texas at 
72, with two per cent decrense in acreage.

‘Three years ago he 
sold one cutting in the swath for $60 
an acre to a neighbor, who is a dairy- 
man. The purchaser cured the al- 
falfa and hauled it to hi3 barn. 

“He decided that it was better to 
raise alfalfa than to buy-it, and, now 
has 20 acres. The plants were 20 
inches high April 13.. He. feeds his 
herd of 60 dairy cows on home-grown 
alfalfa hay and sila The only feed 
he buys is'a small quantity of cot- 
tonseed meal. ° 
“The farmer who sold one cutting 
of alfalfa for $60 made three other 
cuttings the same season and has 
avtgaged three to five cuttings an- 
nuz|ly except in 1925, the driest sea- 
son in 8&5 years, when he made only 


one cutting.” 


North Georgia soil is ideally adapted for. production of alfalfa, par- 
ticularly the soil in the counties in the northwestern part of the state, 
according to experiments conducted by H. M. Cottrell, agricu:turist, who 
works under auspices of the Georgia Bankers’ association. Mr. Cot- 
trell prepared this map showing the sections of Georgia best adapted for 
alfalfa culture.

“Trials of alfalfa on the red hill 
lands in 45 counties in north Georgia 
have shown as large a yield per acre 
ag has been grown on the agricultural 
college farm. Forty farmers are 
raising alfalfa in Elbert county. One 
of them has sold the crop for six years 
and in that time it has brought him 

an acre. 

“A farmer in Cobb county has ay- 
eraged four tons an acre annually on 
26 acres. Another Cobb county farin- 
er cut five tons an acre in 1924, and 
it brought him $120 an acre. A farm- 
er in Franklin county sowed alfalfa on 
seven acres of land that was producing 
regularly half a bale of cotton an acre, 
For five years he got five and six 
erops of hay. He then broke the al- 
falfa field and planted it to cotton, 
raising 19 bales on the seven acres, 
as much cotton in the one year after 
alfalfa as he raised in six years grow- 
ing cotton continuously. 

“These experiences have been du- 
plicated in every one of the 45 coun- 
ties in north Georgia that have the 
red clay hill land specifically adapted » 
to alfalfa. Alfalfa is no longer an ex- 
periment in ‘this part of the state. 


Unlimited Market. 


“There is an almost unlimited mar- 
ket for Georgia-grown alfalfa hay. Dr. 
Andrew Soule states that on an av- 
erage 000,000 is sent: out of 
Ceorgia annually to buy hay and that 
1,600,000 tons of hay are needed in 
Georgia each year in addition to the 
quantity of hay now raised in the 
state. .When Georgia has a surplus of 
alfalfa hay above that needed at home, 
there is a large market for it in Flor- 


year, 

“With Georgia spending annually 
$33,000,000 for hay purchased in 
other states, and ‘with the soil of 
this state ideally adapted for the 
growing of alfalfa,” fr. Cottrell 
said, “there is every reason why the 
farmers of this state’ should turn 
their attention at once to production 
of this big money crop.” 

Mr. Cottrell has figures to show 
that Georgia farms are. capable of 
producing more money from alfalfa 
than from cotton. He declared that 
the alfalfa opportunities of farmers 
of this state are unlimited, and point- 
ed out a golden harvest for them in 
the next few years, both in markets 
in- the state and markets in other 
states if they plant part or all of 
their farms in alfalfa. 

Big Tract Suited. 


At present there are 5,000,000 acres 
of soil in Georgia adapted for alfalfa. 
Roughly speaking, that section of the 
state lying north of a line drawn 
across the state from Augusta to 
Macon, and thence to Columbus is 
the section best fitted for alfalfa cul- 
ture. The Georgia State college is 
now conducting a campaign to obtain 
a sowing of at least one million acres 
in alfalfa as soon as _ possible. 

In Elbert county marked success 
has been won by farmers in growing 
alfalfa, and Mr, Cottrell outlined de- 
tails of plans which brought success 
to the movement in that county. He 
said the same success if not better 
would reward the efforts of farmers in 
other parts of north Georgia. 

“A movement to promote raising 
of alfalfa in Georgia is the greatest 
forward movement which can be tak- 
en in agriculture in this state at this 
time,” Mr. Cottrell said. “The red

In pre- 
dicting the end of terrific hitting he 
picks a page or two from his own 
experiences this season. 
A Sharp Decline. 

And his own figures display a sharp 
decline in hitting.» A year ago Horns- 
by was bouncing along in the .400 
class. He is 50 points below his last 
season’s average. It is not because 
he is not swinging up to last year’s 
mark that the manager of the St.

New York, June 5.—One of the 
severest tasks ever imposed upon a 
champion will confront the winner ‘of 


the Berlenbach-Stribling light-heavy-| 


weight title bout at Yankee stadium 
next week, : 

Since the New York state athletic 
commission has ruled jthat the winner 
must box Jack Delaney at Ebbet’s 

ield June 22, it means that either 
Berlenbach or Stribling will have to 


go up against the hard-hitting French- 
Canadian with less than a fortnight’s 
rest and training. 

It is a fine break for ‘Delaney, 
one which if actually put into effect 
should make the Bridgeport boxer 
light-heavyweight champion of the 
world. Many are of the opinion that 
Jack can whip either Stribling or 
Berlenbach without such a handicap. 

A fighter brings himself to the 
peak of condition for a championship 
bout and then, barring a sudden end- 
ing, goes through a gruelling contest 
in which he receives considerable pun- 
ishment. Usually he js entitled to at 
least a month’s rest before he even has 
to think of pulling on a glove again 
and starting off on another training 
grind. To have to fight as powerful 
Delaney within 12 
days is an impost which it is doubtful 
if either Berlenbach or Stribling can 
carry. 

Stribling, if he beats Berlenbach 
and wins the title next week, might 
well balk at the commission’s ruling. 
Berlenbach will have no chance to do 
so. Paul, or his manager Dan Hickey, 
let him in for it by signing two cen- 
tracts, one to meet Stribling June 10, 
another to box Delaney June 22. The 
New York commissioners, invited to 
arbitrate, decided that both bouts 
should be held, except that if Stribling 
beats Berlenbach e must give De- 
loney a shot at the title.

GETTY SEES 
WALKER WIN 
"OVER LATZO 


BY FRANK GETTY. 


New York, June 5.—Mickey Wal- 
ker is a greater natura] fighter than 
Pete Latzo, and if properly trained 
should reverse the decision over the 
Scranton welterweight king when they 
meet in Philadelphia this summer. 

The Elizabeth boxer, who won the 
title in 1922 from old Jack Britton 
and lost it at Scranton on a hair-line 
decision May 20, is only 24 years 
old. During the fours years in which 
he held the welterweight champion- 
ship, Walker fought the best men of 
his class and whipped them all. Har- 
ry Greb beat him at the Polo Grounds 
on July 2, 1925, but the Pittsburgher 
had a big pull in the weights. 

Pete Latzo, @ calculating, determ- 
ined little fighter, put up exactly the 
right kind of a fight against Mickey 
at Scranton. Latzo fought cautiously 
covering up when his opponent slashed 
away at long range, boring in and 
playing for Walker's too-tender stom- 
ach in the clinches, and saving his 
strength for occasional flurries ¢which 
drove the Elizabeth boy reeling against 
the ropes. ; 

But Walker was carrying a handi- 
cap that night more difficult to master 
than Latzo’s skill and rugged ag- 
gressiveness. ‘The bright lights had 
taken their toll, and it was not the 
Mickey of old who gasped despairing- 
ly when the announcer joyously raised 
Pete’s hand in token of victory.

Third—It is further charged that the de- 
partment has long since become a political 
machine (whose influence and support is 
sought and whose opposition is feared) domi- 
nating Georgia politics. 

Fourth—Some are so uncharitable as to say 
that this great departmemt has become the 
master rather than the servant of the 


people. 

Fifth—It is whispered, subrosa, that for 
many years this department, through its 
large number of appointees and patronage, 
has been able to dictate to the people of 
Georgia and to name the state house of- 
ficersa and to defeat or elect members of 
the house and senate. 

Sixth—Fo8 many years the department by 
virtue of law, has had the power to ap- 
point ad liberatum, inspectors and servants 
throughout the state, whose duties are most- 
ly political and who draw good salaries at 
the expense of the state. 

Seventh—Effort has been made to repeal 
and amend these laws, but the power of 
the department has defeated every effort in 
this direction. 

Eighth—It is predicted that these condi- 
tions cannot be remedied; no progressive or 
beneficial legislation can be passed or 
amendments made in this department with- 
out a radical change, 

I expect to offer as a:.candidate for com- 
missioner in the coming primary, provided 
my views meet with the approval of the 
public. 

I believe all patriotic citizens feel that 

the department eould and should be re- 
organized and laws passed making this de- 
partment the blessing to the general public 
as intended. 
I will gladly cooperate with the legisla- 
ture in the passage of any and all laws, 
taking the department out of politics and 
placing it on an efficient, economical and 
a working basis, so that it may be a comfort 
and benediction to the farmer, as well as 
a great instrumest for the upbuilding of 
every interest in the state.

This handsome volume is perhaps 
the most complete compilation that 
has ever been made, for it contains 
over 1.500 operas and ballets. And 
more than this, every opera is de- 
scribed, and “told about’ in a most 
interesting style—there’s a full ac- 
count of the plot, description of the 
music, a discussion of the composer, 
and the history of the opera.

Devoted Friends Divided. 

On July 22, two days after the bat- 
tle of Peachtree creek, the battle of 
Atlanta was fought. In this conflict 
General McPherson. of the federal 
troops, and General Walker, of the 
Confederates, were killed within five 
minutes of each other. They had been 
roommates for four years at West 
Point prior to the outbreak of the 
war, and both had served as lienten- 
ants in the same command in the 
Mexican war. Thus were two heroes, 
devoted friends in youth, called upon 
to make here the supreme sacrifice, 
each the adversary of the other. 

On one of the prettiest hills in the 
Haynes Manor property: on Peach- 
tree Battle avenue, Colonel Benjamin 
Harrison, of Indiana, commanded a 
regiment of Indiana troops. He was 
severely wounded in this battle and 
was breveted brigadier general on the 
field. He afterwards served as pres- 
ident of the United States. In the 
valley below this hill, Walter Q. Gres- 
ham, afterwards a distinguished secre- 
tary of state and justice of the United 
States supreme court, was wounded. 
He limped the remainder of his life 
as a result of this wound. In grading 
new streets and digging foundations 
for buildings, numerous relics of the 
battle have been foun@. The field 
fairly was sowed.with “minnie halls” 
during the battle and many Atlanta 
young men dug them up and sold the 
lead to junk men in the e&rly days 
after the war.

Suicide of Baroness Klinger 


MEYERLING CASTLE DEATH ALMOST SIMILAR 


Recalls Previous Tragedy

Vienna, June 5.—(#)—Details of 
the tragic suicide of the beautiful 
Baroness Klinger and the duel hbe- 
tween her husband and her princely 
Russian admirer, Cyril Vladimir Orl- 
off, are slowly coming out. Viennese 
society is greatly shocked as the story 
recalls that of the Meyerling castie 
trazedy, which cost the life of Crown 
Prince Rudolf. 

That tragedy occurred m 1889, anil 
was reported to have been the outcome 
of a quarrel between the crown prince 
and two foreign officers over the 
beautiful Baroness Vetsera, who on 
witnessing the death of the prince, 
fell dead either from a shot fired by 
herself or by one of the guests et 
the castle. 

In a deposition today the chauf- 
feur who drove Prince Orloff from 
Vienna to Raab describes the mee-- 
ing of the prince and the baroncss. 
at the castle. The baroness, attired 
in a hunting costume and accom- 
panied by a dog, received Orloff, and 
taking him aside pointed in the iii- 
rection of a nearby wood. The prince 
proceeded in this direction and dis- 
appeared, to return later with his arm 
nimost severed at the shoulder. He 
bade the chauffeur drive quickly to a 
hospital, but, finding the wound g0 
serious, he drove, instead, to a gen- 
darme’s post where the prince ad- 
mitted that he had fought a duel. 
He then was taken to the hospital. 

Baron Klinger in the affair between 
him and Orloff was shot in the lung. 
Both men are reported to be in a se- 
rious condition. Various accounts 
are current as to the real nature of 
the engagement between Klinger and 
Orloff. One had it that Orloff fired 
the first shot and that Klinger re- 
plied with a charge of buckshot from 
his hunting gun.

‘off's, Emmerich von Somogyi, who ac- 
‘companied the prince from Vienna, 
| was arrested. It is learned that Orl- 
‘olf is a descendant of the famous

Those observations were made to- 
day by Dr. H. M. Johnson, former as- 
sistant professor of psychology at 
Ohio State university, in summarizing 
results of experiments which he con- 


jducted on the subject over a period 


of several. months. He was assisted 
by G. E. Weigand, also formerly as- 
sociated with Ohio State university, 
and by a dozen students of the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, who volunteer- 
ed themselves as subjects for scientific 
observation while they slumberéd. 

The scientists found the sleepers 
performed a mental test better at 
night than in the morning, but that 
the morning results were improved 
after a short period of setting-up exer- 
cises. Through recording apparatus 
it was determined that the average 
rest period, or the time the students 
slept without moving was 11.6: min- 
utes, tending to disprove, Dr. Johnson 
pointed out, the popular impression 
that -a sleeper changes position only 
a few times ‘in eight hours. Subjects 
in the sleep ex ments moved on 
an average of times nightly. 


| 


The scientists organized their sleep- 
ing class last October. For five nights 
each week throughout the winter the 
students retired at 11 p. m., and arose 
between 6:45 and 7 a.m. They slept 
in a Single large room, adequately 
heated and ventilated, each occupying 
single steel beds of standard dimen- 
sions, ' : 

Each bed was mounted on four pen- 
dulum supports having double bear- 
ings which permitted the bed to yield 
to movements of the sleeper so that 
instruments attached to it would rec- 
ord changes of posture. 

“Our results in their present form 
contradict a number of proverbs re- 
garding sleep,” Dr. Johnson said. 
“One of these is that the earlier hours 
spent in bed are the most restful. 
This is true only for a small minority 
of the subjects. For a number, the 
periods of longest rest are pretty even- 
ly distributed among the four quarters 
of the night. For some, the last quar- 
ter is most free from activity.” 

Recalling advice frequently. given 
students to do their studynig “before 
breakfast while their minds are still 
fresh,”. the scientist pointed to the 
result of the night and morning men- 
tal test as at variance with that belief 
but emphasized that a decision was 
yet to be made on what interpretation 
that result will best bear. He held 
that “recuperative effects of sleep un- 
doubtedly exist but they are obscured 
by other factors for some hours.” 


Schooner Ends Long Search 


RETURNS FROM 15,000-MILE CRUISE 


For Scientific Specimens 


Charleston, 8. C., June 5.—(?)— 
After a two and a half years’ voyage 
spent in gathering evidence as to the 
origin of life, the schooner Blossom, 
bearing ‘the expedition of Cleveland 
Museum of Natural History, dropped 
anchor at Charleston today. 

More than 4,000 specimens of plant 
and animal life were on board the 
vessel, and other thousands of speci- 
mens had been shipped to the Cleve- 
land museum from _ various ports 
touched during the voyage, which had 
carried the scientists to many places 
visited by Charles Darwin in the de- 
velopment of his theory of organic 
evolution. 

In a restricted area of the conti- 
nent of Africa, the scientists collected 
representatives of two-thirds of the 
families of birds that are natives of 
that continent. A new species of rail 
was found in Africa, and four of the 
five varieties of frigate pelicans are 
represented’ in the Blossom’s collec- 
tion. . 

Captain George Finley Simmons, 
curator of natural history at the Cleve- 
land museum, and commander of the 


expedition, also reported the discovery 


and naming of two islands, both in 
the Martin Vas group in the south 
Atlantic, off the coast of Brazil.. The 
smaller island was named Blossom 
island and the larger Dom Pedro 
Segundo, in honor of a Brazilian. 

A careful study of the tides was 
conducted by Captain Titta Vanzetti, 
navigating officer of the expedition,’ 
and the data will be forwarded to the 
hydrographic office at Washington. 
The scientists also visited and re- 
charted the island of Fernando No- 
ronha, used as a convict prison, by 
Brazil. 

Of a crew of college men which left 
New London, Conn., aboard the Blos- 
som in November, 1923, only four re- 
mained with the schooner throughout 
the voyage, including Captain Sim- 
mons and W. Kenneth Cuyler, of the 
department of zoology at the Univer- 
sity of Texas, who served as. biologist 
of the expedition. 


Virtually the entire first crew left 
the ship when it arrived at Dakar, 
West Africa, after swinging past the 
Cape Verde islands. They were re- 
placed by natives, many of whom, in 
turn, left the ship when it reached 
Rio de Janeiro. Thence the little 
schooner dipped far down into the 
south Atlantic ocean before touching 
St. Helena island, Ascension, Fernan- 
do de Moronha and Charleston, 

Mrs. Simmons, wife of the captain, 
accompanied her husband to West 
Africa where she left him almost two 
years ago. She met him at Charles- 
ton today, accompanied by their 15- 
months-old: baby whom he had never 
seen.

z The South Justified in Secession 


BY MAJ. B, W. B, HALE, ROCKY MOUNT VA. - 


_ In justification of the’ south, in or- 
der to prove that the south had the 
constitutional prerogative to withdraw 


and establish an autonomy—a _ self- 
government—lI had an article publish- 
ed in The Veteran of July, 1925, quot- 
ing from a number of distinguished 
statesmen, and authorities—all from 
the north—upholding the constifution- 
al right of the sonth to secede. Among 
the authorities quoted were Lincoln, 
Webster, John Quincy Adams, Rev. 
Charles Beecher Stowe (son of the 
author of “Uncle Tom's Cabin”) and 
Judge Black, all of whom expressed in 
a positive way that the south in no 
manner violated a fundamental law 
of the nation in withdrawing from the 
union, 

Of course, the sequel proves that the 
act at that time was impolitic and, 
in some respects, decidedly indiscreet, 
inasmuch as the possibility of war 
and coercion were ‘not sanely consid- 
ered. No proper steps were taken 
by the south in preparing for a poss:- 
ble conflict, relying, as it did, solely 
on a generally accepted dogma that 
each state in itself ;was a sovereign, 
a nation. ‘The south failed to appre- 
ciate the character of the ruling fac- 
tors of the north, who have always 
fostered the principle that might is 
right, and in maintaining’ that, 
idea, have never hesitated, before the 
war and since the war, to carry it 
out regardless. of justice, humanity 
and mé6rality. May I mention here 
the injustice, ingratitude and _in- 
humanity of the McKinley-Hannah ad- 
ministration when that iniquitous 
crime was committed agairist the peo- 
ple of the Philippine islands (allies of 
the United States in the war with 
Spain; and who had practically won 
their independence from Spain) in 
making them subjects of the United 
States by might and cruel force against 
their will and strenuous opposition? 

Senator Wellington, who had work- 
ed against the ratification of the clause 
which made the Filipinos subjects of 
the United States, called on President 
McKinley, who, he positively states, 
told him that it was not his purpose 
“to hold the Filipinos against their 
consent ;” and, upon that promise, he 
changed his vote and voted for the 
ratification of the treaty. “Without 
my vote,” said he; “it would not have 
been ratified.” The above statement 
by Senator Wellington was reiterated 
and read before an audience at Cum- 
berland, Md., on September 4, 1900. 
This government at that time was a 
de facto republic, and would no doubt 
still be so but for the duplicity of a 
republican president. It is now an 
empire and has been so for the last 
twenty-five years, the date of the Fili- 
pino subjection. 


In the War. Between. the States. 
200,000 of the best and bravest of the 


south -were innocently and ruthlestly 
slain or wdunded, and billions of her 
property wantonly destroyed. On the 
other hand, 600,000 northern troops 
were killed or wounded... What a ca- 
tastrophe! And what for? Lincoln 
said “it Was not to free the negroes.”’ 
Grant said it was not for that pur- 
\pose.. Said he: “If I thought it 
was, I waquld resign and join the 
southern army.” A great many of 
the northern soldiers were férced into 
the ranks: The troops of the south 
were mostly volunteers, and know%ng- 
ly fought against invasion and for the 
right to self-government, the same 
incentives for which our revolutionary 
fathers fought. .-The withdrawal from 
the union was no public: crime, no im- 
moral act. It was simply an act to 
peaceably separate from a section of 
the union with which: the south, for 
many reasons, could not harmonize, 
from a section that disclaimed the va- 
lidity of the constitution, the funda- 
metnal organic law of our common na- 
tion; a section that publicly indorsed 
the vile, incendiary purposes of that 
assassin, John Brown, who came south 
armed with pikes, spears, cutlasses, 
guns and pistols to help the slaves to 
murder: their master in order to ac- 
complish their purpose; a section that 
furnished sych war implements to John 
Brown and his band; a section that 
has erected mohuments to his memory 
and mourned in its churches over his 
summary execytion; a section where a 
state, by legislative aet, voted to ap- 
propriate $2,800 to preserve the John 
Brown cabin at Ossawatomie, Kan., in 
memory of the notorious assassin, who 
murdered 17 men from the south, who 
had settled in Kansas, four of whom 
were from Virginia, tenants of Robert 
EK. Lee, who gave them money and 
means to emigrate. These men were 
raided during the night by Brown 
and his band and “led out into the 
yard in presence of wife and mother 
and slashed to death. Their lone crime 
wa@s that they came from a slave 
state.” From a section that made it 
a daily custom to deride the south, 
and which published to the outside 
world that we were ignorant, without 
honor or morality, and grossly cruel 
to our slaves, How much longer 
could we remain united with a peo- 
ple so abounding in hatred against 
the people south of the Mason and 
Dixon line? 


The war was inevitable. ‘“Forbear- 
ance had ceased to be a virtue.” Had 
we not parted at that time, our chil- 
dren would have surely done so. Our 
northern maligners were not, as 4 


body, in they majority; but at that 
time they held control of the gov-

ernment. “Had ‘a referendum been 


taken, coercion never would have bene 
adopted.” “Let the south go in 
peace,” was loudly clamored, “for it 
has undoubtedly the constitutional 
right to do se.” So strongly was this 
epinion manifested in the north that 
Mr. Davis could not be tried for trea- 
son, a’ decision come to after two 
years’ deliberation, 

This article is written, in my 86th 
year, positively free from malice. It 
has been written simply for the pur- 
pose of justifying the cause that ren- 
dered secession a natural desideratum 
and to prove that no fundamental law 
was violated in so doing, that our act 
was in legal accord with the constitu- 
tion of the United States. Having 
proved this to be true, how can i 
hesitate in placing the responsibility 
of that hosrible four years of war on 
Mr. Lincoln and ris fanatical collab- 
orators. Some of the northern his- 
torians were strongly prejudiced and 
have published many statements un- 
true and unjust in regard to the War 
Between the States. In a measure, 
they were ignorant of the real facts. 
Today I believe many of those state- 
ments would be retracted or modified, 
as the virulence that characterized 
their dislike has in a great measure 
been abated. Since the war I have 
traveled much in the north, and its 
citizens have always met me with kind- 
ness and hospitality. At . Buffalo, 
N. Y., I was a guest of the city for 
an entire week in company with 20 
southern gentlemen in advertising andl 
displaying the products of the seuth 
and inviting capital investments. Our 
reception was grand and our quondam 
enemies were exceedingly gracious. The 
people of the north, save the fanaticai 
element, are a splendid population. 
They are coming south in great num- 
bers, and we heartily welcome them— 
just so they leave their John Brown 
at home. They have helpel to resusci- 
tate the south. Her resurrection hus 
been wonderful, and today she is the 
liveliest territory in the United States, 

Further Opinions. 

In conclusion, I wish to insert a few 
more opinions publicly expressed on the 
subject matter by the most distinguish- 
ed statesmen aud writers of the north. 
President Buchanan wrote to Stanton, 
socrtary of war: “There is no power 
under the constitution to coerce a se- 
ceding state.” Charles Summer said: 
“Nothing can possibly be so horrible, 
so wicked, or so foolish as a war 
against the south.” William Sew- 
ard wrote to The Loden . Times, 
April 4, 1861: “It would be contrary 
to the spirit of American government tv 
use force to subjugate the south.” He 
also wrote to Charles Francis Adams, 
April 10, 1861: “Only a despotic 
and imperial] government can. coerce 
seceding states.” George Lunt, Mas- 
sachusetts historian, said: ‘The ma- 


coln had no right to coerce the states.’ 
In the platform of the republican 
party, we find the following: “We de-

hate his. master.” In Morse’s 
“Abraham Lincoln,” volume II, 
is @ the following: “It was not 
the army, nor was it congress that 
prevented compromise and peace in the 
fall of 1862, but Lincoln with his 
mailed hand on the throats of the bor- 
der states, and by these alone that he 
was against the south.succeedinag in its 
purpose.” 

1 have gathered these statements 
from a number of books, journals, and 
pamphlets which I have been filing 
for a number of years for future use, 
andl presented them in a concise form 
that readers of The Veteran may di- 
ugnuse and form an authoritative con- 
ception of the cause and character of 
that war which deluged the states 
south of the Mason and Dixon line 
with blood and horrors. “Let this 
tongue of mine cleave to the roof of 
my mouth, and this right hand forget 
its cunning” if 1 fail to vindicate at 
the bar of history the name and fame 
of the land I love.

One of ovr metropolitan dalies, 
whose fanaticism in opposition to pro- 
hibition might certainly match the

proval the other 
day the words of a 
British statesman, 
“I would rather 
have England free 
than sober.” The 
phrase is catchy, 
but like most of 
these artificial al- 
ternatives, does not 
bear inspection. If 
one is not sober 
will we allow him 
to be free? 

The truth is that 
either in England 
in any other civilized nation, 
no matter what other legislation they 
may have on the question of drink, 
they will not allow one who is not 
It is reconized ev- 
-erywhere that an intoxicated ma‘ ts 
undependable, irresponsible, and prob- 
ably dangerous. So one might picture 
for oneself the British statesman’s 
free but intoxicated England. What 
sober man would dare live there for 
24 hours? 

; The Indictment, 

Of course, this catchy phrase be- 
comes absurb the moment you attempt 
to translate it iato reality. However, 


in doing this we expose the real is- 
sue. Freedom can only be granted to 
self-controlled, self-governed, responsi- 
ble people. The real indictmént against 
fermented drink as a beverage is that 
it renders so many people hurtful and 
dangerous to society. It makes them 
temporarily. and often permanently, 
incapable of meeting the primary ob- 
ligations of citizens. and often leads 
them to interfere with the good citi- 
lzenship of others. Society has always 
,recegnized this truth aad treated in- 
| toxicated people as temporarily in- 
sane. For this reason they have taken

,away the freedom of the intoxicated 


man for the safety of society. 

Of course, the reply of those who 
oppose a sweeping prohibitory law, 
is that the freedom of men who drink 


without intoxication should not be in- 
terfered with because of those who 
d-ink to excess. Why not deal spe- 
cifically with this class without in- 
terfering with the rights of others?” 
A calm and coldly scientific survey of 
the history of intoxicating liquors up- 
on the civilization of both the British 
Empire and the United States (leaving 
out for the time being other nations), 
has revealed the truth, that its ware- 
stricted use has been a terrible hurt 
to the health and happiness, and tne 
efficiency and character, of these peo- 
plex. . So widespread had the excessive 


use of liquor become that the method | 


of merely arresting the flagrant cases 
of disorderly drunks had proven to be 
an utter failure. The drink habit was 
undermining the efficieacy of the pro- 
ducer, blighting the happiness of un- 
told numbers of homes, wasting the 
potential wealth, corrupting the politi- 
eal life, and hurting the characters 
of men and womeu. 

It is impossible to manufacture liq- 
uor simply to meet the demand of the 
moderate drinker. Now, it seems to 


me that the moderate drinker must 
prove that liquor has some positive 
value for those who would drink it 
in moderation, to offset and neutral- 
ize the terrible damage which it does 
to society. If he cannot do this, 1s 
there any justice ia his plea for the 
right to drink at the expense of the 
welfare of the entire nation? 


Purpose of Prohibition. 
I do not maintain, for a moment, 
that the Eighteenth amendment, with 


its accompanying Volstead legislation, 
is the best way to deal with this situ- 
ation. As I have always in fair- 
ness recognized, this is a debatable 
question. But I do maintain that 
the protest against prohibition, on the 
ground of its robbing men of their 
personal freedom, is wawarranted, and 
even absurb, in the light of all of the 
great bady of our restrictive legisla- 
tion. Whether wise or unwise, our 
prohibition amendment and legislation 
is for the purpose of protecting society 
from a well recognized meaace to its 
welfare. It is not primarily an ef- 
fort to dictate to men what they shall 
drink, but an effort to protect society 
from those who would drink to its 
damage. 

It would seem needless to have to 
point out that all of our traffic laws, 


or zoning statutes, or pure-food laws, 
and all of the countless regulations 
restricting aad conditioning contracts 
of every kind, interfered with the per- 
sonal liberties of man. The underly- 
ing principle of all such legislation is, 
that while it limits and restricts the 
freedom of action in particular, it 
thus secures a larger freedom and safe- 
ty in general. One of the popular 
phrases which is beginning to be 
everworked is, “You can’t make men 
good by legislation.” That is r- 
fectly true, but you can often help 
to make your streets and your homes 
and your life generally, safe by legis- 
lation. Most of our penal laws, such 
as those against stealing, forgery, 
murder, ete., are not expected to make 
criminals good citizens, but they are 
for the purpose of protecting g men 
from bad men. If we shall only view 
prohibition from this standpoint—that 
of protectioa—we can at least bring 
the question to_a clearer and saner 
debate. At least we can -hope to be 
done with such foolish phrases as, 
“Better a free nation than a sober na- 
tion.” Aiet us rather strive for the 
higher /ideal of a free nation which is 


determined to be sober. 


ing less interest than is imagined by 
those of us who, as principals or ob- 
servers, are within the world in which 
politics is a main concern. This Iowa 
primary, except to a limited degree 
that will be explained in a moment, 
does not involve any great principle 
or nationwide issue. It doés not af- 
fect or throw any light upon the sub- 
ject of prohibition, as did the sena- 
torial primary in Pennsylvania last 
month, for all three of the principal 
contenders in Iowa on Monday are 
dry. The senator, Cummins, whose fate 
is to be determined is an important 
figure in the senate, but not to the 
country at large. This Iowa primary 
falls short of the nation-wide im- 
ortance that will attach to the se- 
ection of a senator in Massachusetts, 
where the re-election or the defeat of 
Senator Butler will be interpreted be- 
cause of Senator Butler's close per- 
sonal and geographical association 
with President Coolidge as a barome- 
tric reading, so to speak, of President 
Coolidge’s standing in his own state 
and in the nation at the middle of the 
term to which he was elécted. How 
President Coolidge stands in the na- 
tion just now is the beginning phase 
of the question whether the country 
would be willing to renominate and 
re-elect him to another term, 


This brings us to precisely the rea- 
son why this Iowa primary is the sub- 
ject of the closest attention from the 
politicians of the country and from 
such portions of the public as takes 
more than a passing interest in poli- 


tics. It is because there will be read 
into the results in Iowa on Monday 
a meaning having to do with the pres- 
tige of Dresident Coolidge that the 
Iowa primary will be watched. To 
some extent this interpretation is jus- 
tified; and whether justified or not, 
this meaning will be read into it. On 
Tuesday morning there will be mucb 
writing and reading and talking about 
whether, as politicians put it, “Cool- 
idge is slipping.’’ In one outcome of 
the lowa primary there will be many 
headlines in Tuesday morning papers 
in which the words “Coolidge In- 
dorsed’’ will appear, and many others 
in which the words “Administration 
Rebuked’’ will appear. 


To understand such bearing as the 
primary may be justly said to have on

S. Kenyon. Kenyon was & liberal, a 
progressive, a reformer, anything with- 
in that category you choose to call 


him. As such, Kenyon was the cor- 
rect representative of more than a 
majority of the voters of Iowa. They 
elected Kenyon to the senate with a 
support so large that nobody could 
question it. Keriyon in the senate re- 
flected this Iowa sentiment. Ken- 
yon’s etistence in the senate, and the 
support he always had from Iowa, 
was proof that the sentiment existed 
and was entitled to re ntation on 
the floor of the senaté. But when Ken- 
yon resigned, the regular republican 
leaders of Iowa conspired to send a 
different type of man, call it a stand- 
patter, in his place. They undertook 
to prevent the kind of sentiment in 
Iowa that Kenyon had reflected from 
having any representative at all. 


It was then that Brookhart made 
his eampaign. Brookhart intellectu- 
ally is decidedly not the peer of Ken- 
yon, but otherwise hé was Kenyon’s 
legical successor. To try to send a 
different type of man was to try to 
defeat, to frustrate, to forbid a 


spokesman, to the majority sentiment 
of Iowa. In spite of all the efforts of 
the regular Iowa republican politi- 
cians to keép Bookhart down, he rose 
und camé to the senate in a modd to 
be very insurgent—and very insurgent 
he was. When the brief, unéxpired 
term of Kenyon, for which Brookhart 
was first elected, expired, again the 
regular republican politicians of Iowa 
tried to keep him at home. It was 
amid the rancors of that campaign 
that Brookhart, although running on 
the regular republican ticket, came 
out for La Follette and gave out ut- 
terances about Coolidge and Coolidge’s 
administration, which utterances have 
an essential place in his present fight. 


As a result of the refusal of many 
regular republicang in Iowa to sup- 
port Brookhart, as a result of their 
refraining from voting or else voting 
for Brookhart's democratic opponent, 
the election was very close as between 


Brookhart and the democrat, Steck. 
The election was contested. In the 
fighting out of that contest in the 
senate some of the leading regular pol- 
iticians of Iowa once more went 6&6 
far in their detestation of Brookhart 
as to do everything they could to get 
the senate to sé@at the democrat, 
Steck, in his stead. This flagrant 
party irregularity of some of those 
republican Iowa politicians. who on 
all other occasions insist that party 
regularity is a sacrosanct test—this 
attitude, this preference to seat a 
democrat instead of whatevér kind of 
republican Brookhart may be described 
as being—this seemed to justify what 
Brookhart himself has been doing:

Brookhart’s friends gathered 
additional fuél for this argument from 
the fact that in the actual voting in 
the senate the two senators from 1- 
idge’s home state, Massachusetts, Sen- 
ator Butler and Senator Gillett, both 
voted against Brookhart, although 
many other regular republican sen- 
ators, including the official republic- 
an senate leader, Curtis, and such rég- 
ulars as Pepper and Reed, of Penn- 
sylvania, felt that the evidence jus- — 
tified them in voting to let Brookhart 
retain hig seat.

The 
theory may be correct, though it isn’t 
plausible and has not been scientifical- 
ly proved or corroborated by human 
research or animal experimentation. 
If it is correct, the present general 
preaching or teaching of dental hy- 
giene is sound and ought te conserve 
the teeth. 

But irrespective of the question of 
the soundness of the routine or habit- 
ual use of the toothbrush and various 
dentifrices for cleaning the teeth, the 
authorities in dental hygiene and hu- 
man nutrition seem to agree nowa- 
days that there ts sometfiing more im- 
portant than the mere cleansing of the 
teeth essential for their conservation. 
In a moment I'll try to indicate pre- 
cisely what it is that the authorities 
deem so important. 


The Role of the Brush. 

I said the theory of acid fermenta- 

tion in the mouth is not plausible. It 
may seem plausible to the casual lay 
reader; I mean it isn’t plausible to 
the mind of one with a fair knowledge 
of human physiology. It is abhorrent 
to imagine that a normal or natural 
process can produce or even predis- 
pose to disease. Acid fermentation is 
a normal, natural process in the mouth 
when the normal or natural food in- 
cludes carbohydrate material. Acid 
fermentation occurs in the mouth of 
the animal—although no tendency to- 
ward decay of the teeth can be shown 
to occur in the animal as a conse- 
quence. 
: But there are some better arguments 
in support of the regular application 
of the toothbrush. One of them is 
that by its use masses of disease germs 
are removed from the teeth before they 
can effect lodgment there and eventu- 
ally set up disease. Of course this is 
a theoretical argument, scarcely ca- 
pable of scientific demonstration one 
way or the other. Still, it seems rea- 
sonable. Another argument is that 
the application of the toothbrush does 
good by massaging and stimulating 
the gums and improving the circula- 
tion in the gums and hence the nutri- 
tion of the teeth. This argument is 
the most plausible of all. Yet any 
such function of the toothbrush is at 
best only a poor substitute for the gum 
massage and stimulation which the 
mastication of natural, coarse, rough 
foods gives. I may be quite wrong 
about this, but I believe that eating a 
raw apple, including the skin (the ap- 
ple should be well washed first or 
eating some raw potato, carrot, cucum- 
ber, celery, or ether raw vevetable or 
fruit every day, accomplishes more 
than the application of the toothbrush 
does, 

Dentists often admit that, were it 
possible or feasible for us to return t> 
the diet of uncivilized mankind we 
might preserve our teeth without the 
use of the toothbrush, but they declare 
that such a change in our dietary habit 
is out of the question. It may be out 
of the question for conventional folk 
who imagine that all food must under- 
go some mysterious “improvement” in 
a factory before it becomes really fit 
to eat. It is not at all out of the 
question for any one who has more 
faith and confidence in nature. There 
is no reason why anybody should not 
have some raw vegetable to chew every 
day, whatever his normal taste or 
craving may suggest. Of course I am 
speaking of well folk, not of invalids. 

Hitch the Horse Before the Cart. 

About the time when the toothbrush 
began to become popular, not to say 
vulgar, the dentists, doctors and every- 


Every expectant mother should con- 
sume daily not less than a pint of pure 
fresh raw milk (not pasteurized) for 
herself and another pint for the li'l 
stranger. This will provide ample cal- 
eium (lime) for the building of good 
teeth, mother’s and child’s, and if the 
milk is raw and from cows on pastur- 
age, it will provide in addition the 
vitamins which are indispensable for 
the utilization of .alcium in the body. 

Every child up to the age of sixteen 
years should consume daily not less 
than a pint of pure fresh raw milk. 

Everybody who is not an invalid or 
under a physician's care should make 
it a rule to eat a reasonable amount 
of raw vegetable every day, 

In place of the customary sweets, in 
which nearly, everybody indulges ex- 
cessively nowadays, some fresh raw 
fruit, whatever may be in season or 
obtainable, should be a part of every- 
body’s ration every day. 

If pure raw milk is not available, 
then the ordinary pasteurized milk 
should be used, and for the purpose of 
making good the vitamin deficiency of 
pasteurized milk each child and each 
expectant mother, should take a small 
amount of plain cud Jiver oil every 
day, from ten drops up to one or two 
teaspoonfyls daily. 

For the exercise of the teeth in mas- 
tication and the massage oar stimula- 
tion of the gums, as well as the val- 
uable vitamins and roughage, the green 
leafy relishes or salad vegetables 
should be utilized in the daily menu: 
Lettuce, spinach, raw cabbage, beet 
greens, kale, celery, green onions and 
their tops, radishes, cooked dandelion 
greens (or raw ones if they are grown 
where no dogs run at large), parsley, 
cress, asparagus—throw me a forkful 
or two of these and you may keep 
your old toothbrushes.

The farmer’s crops, on the other 
hand is nearly all new wealth since he 
uses no raw material except fertilizer. 
The cost of fertilizer would be more 
than offset by the value of live stock 
products which were not included in 
your figures giving the value of farm 
crops. 

If, as you say, the total value of 
manufactured products in Georgia per 
year is $604,449,555, then the value 
added by manufacturing operations, or 
i. other worlds, new wealth created 
by manufacturing establishments, 
would be only $220,624,087 compare:! 
with over $540,000,000 in new weatlh 
produced by the farmers of the state. 

‘These figures do not bear out your 
statement that the greater factor in 
southern progress and prosperity is 
our manufactures.” It may be true 
as bank clearings and other indices of 
prosperity indicate, that Atlanta is 
more prosperous today than it was a 
few years ago when farmers could 
make money, but I doubt if it is true 
of other sections of Georgia. I think 
that most business men will agree with 
me that prosperity in Georgia as a 
whole depends on the prosperity of the 
farmer. However important manufac- 
turing has become, it has not yet 
reached the point where it brings: in 
as much wealth as should be brought 
in by the farmers. It is true that 
manufacturing is on the up grade and 
farming is on the down grade, and that 
eventually industry will pass agricul- 
ture in wealth-producing power un- 


less something is done to better the | 


condition of the farmer. 


Agriculture is undoubtedly on the 
“tail end” at present. The average 
Georgia farmer’s income according to 
the most recent figures I have ayvyail- 
able is $319 per year. The average 
factory worker's: income is $819 per 
year, The farmer’s income consti- 
tutes the earnings of both the farmer 
and his family, whereas in the factory 
worket’s family theré are often sey- 
eral persons employed, each of whom 
receives on the average $819 per year. 

The farmer, of course, likes to hear 
others tell him that his “interests are 
great and must be conserved and pro- 
moted in every possible way,” and that 
“our farmers constitute our first-line 
of subsistence and must be protected 
and prospered in every possible way.” 
He has been hearing such statements 
for such a long time that he is getting 
to the point where he would like some 
favorable action instead of so many 
words. 

Recently a bill was voted on in con- 
gress which was designed to place the 
farmer on an equal footing with in- 
dustry. If only 23 congressmen whe 
voted against the bill had voted for it 
the measure would have passed. Bight 
of Georgia’s congressmen voted with 
industry and against the farmer on the 
bill, and one did not vote. Only three 
congressmen from the  preeminently 
agricultural state of Georgia were will- 
ing to cast their votes to help put 
the farmer on an equality with the 
industrial worker.

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HERE’ are murders and mur- 
ders: Some are crimes of 
revenge, some of jealousy. 
Usually they are personal 
affairs, with the victim inti- 
mately involved. Almost 
always there is justification, at least 
in the eyes of the killer. But here is 

a variety of murder, horrible beyond 
all_others—here is murder in the nth 
degree. It is the murder committed 

deliberately to profit by insurance. 

Quite a number of these crimes 
have figured in the news. From the 
very nature of things they have been 
interesting cases, for they are usually 
well thought out schemes, executed 
with ‘fiendishly cold-blooded clever- 
ness. In some instances only a slight 
slip-up, some one neglected detail, has 
stood between the murderer and com- 
plete success. It is said these insur- 
ance murders are the nearest ap- 
proach we have to the so-called ‘‘per- 
fect crime.”’ 

Within the last few days the most 
recent of these cases culminated in 
Pikeville, Ky., when William H. Tur- 
ner was convicted and sentenced to 
life imprisonment for the killing of 
two minets in an explosion last year. 
Turner was accused. with his father- 
in-law, Joe Jacks, and his brother-in- 
law, Joe Jacks, Jr., of deliberate 
murder in connection with an $85,000 
insurance swindle. : 

That the plot was not a complete 
success was due largely to Turner’s 
loneliness and isolation in his role of 
a living corpse. Just as in other cases 
of this sort, though the insurance had 
been paid on his own life, and many 
months had passed, the inevitable slip- 
up came. 


Terrific Explosion. 


Early in January, 1925, the owners 
of the Auburn coal mine at McCarr, 
Ky., decided to open up a new cut in 
the hopé of reaching a fresh rich vein 
of coal. To do this it was necessary 
to blast through a hillside. Among 
those engaged in the project were Bill 
Turner, lanky mine foreman, and the 
Jacks. e 


The work went on for several days. » 


Then, on the afternoon of January 
17, a terrific explosion occurred. Two 
men had clambered down into the cut 
to attach the electric wires from a bat- 
tery to the charge of dynamite. The 
current had been turned on when it 
was supposed to be off. Whoever 
had gone into the cut most certainly 
must have been killed. 

Feverishly the miners worked to 
clear @way the debris. While they 
toiled the report got about that one 
of the victims was Turner. The Jacks, 
father and son, were quite sure Bill 
had gone into the jagged hole in the 
hillside. A hasty check-up showed 
that neither Turner nor Henry Wilson 
was present. 

In this region an explosion is by 
no means unusual. Hardly a family 
in Pike county that isn’t mourning 
as they are, the tragedies never lose 
some relative killed in a premature 
blast or sudden cave-in. But frequent 
their horror.

dren, And in a day or so there was 
a double funeral, and the bodies were 
laid away in the little hillside ceme- 
tery at Matewan, W. Va., just over 
the state line, where so many other 
victims of mine tragedies had been 
laid in the past. 

Mrs. Turner erected a neat head- 
piece to her late husband in the ceme- 
tery and then moved away with her 
young ones. It was reported she had 
received a tidy sum from the insur- 
ance company. No one knew just 
how much. 

As a matter of fact, she received 
$25,000, while Mrs. Hattie Farley, a 
sister of Turner, received $60,000. 
Some time before the tragedy Turner 
had taken out an accident oy for 
$30,000, naming his sister as bene- 
ficiary. The policy provided that the 
company would pay double in case of 
an accidental death. With the money 
Mrs. Farley was able to settle in 
Miami, Fla., while Mrs. Turner bought 
herself a comfortable home in Tren- 
ton, N. J, 

The break came in October, nine 
months after the explosion. Out of 
a clear sky the news came that Wil- 


liam H, Turner, 4 man supposedly in 
his grave, was in custody in New 
York, charged with one of.the most 
dastardly crimes. He had been in Ger« 


many and had written a friend in Pike- . 


ville. This letter had set the author- 
ities to working on the case, and Tur- 
ner was arrested as soon as the liner 
Resolute reached quarantine.

and that Turner had then gone to see 
his wife in Trenton. . This bit of evi- 
dence was elicited from one. of the 
Turner children, according  to® the 
police.

Like Hobbema, no real record of Rembrandt’s early youth is avail- 
able. To state the date of his birth is to hazard a guess, but it is generally 
believed that he was born on, July 15, 1608, at Leyden, Holland, being 
the fifth of six children born to the wife of Harmen van Rijn. 


After studying art for several years under capable teachers in both 
Leyden and Amsterdam, Rembrandt converted a large room in his 
father’s mill into a studio, which was lighted by a single small window 
It was here that he made his ingenious discovery 
of the effects of lights and shades by noting how the d&m light from 
the window fell on the face leaving the rest of the body in darkness. 


In 1630, at the age of 22, Rembrandt returned to Amsterdam to 
In 1632, he finished his first great 


In this same year he married Saskia 


Their short married life, which ended eight years later 
in 1642 when death claimed her, seems to have been the only period 
of happiness that entered the life of this great painter. This was the 
he Night Watch.”
